TREES AS FENCr POSTS. 


Bow Trees May-t>« OUlixed a» Bapportcn 


Attempts to utilize trees to take tho 


place of posts .in constructing fences 
were made befor* plain'or bartej 
wire came into use tu> a. *ab3titnt« for 
hoards. The boarda_ were nailed to the 
trees m the same inarmer they were to 
posts. 
This method ot 


fence boards did not often prove to bf 
satisfactory. The boards needed a sup- 
port every eight feet, and the trees 
generally set out for ornamental pur- 
poses ware, ordinarily sixteen feetap.art. 
It was accordingly Wceasary to set a 
post, or strong stake, between, the 
trees. A fence, thus exported gener- 
ally presented an unsightly appearance.

Of 
course the amount of land1 tnat could 
bo inclosed by using growing trees for 
Mipporis for fence wire was compara- 
tively small, as trees had not been 
planted on the lines where fences were 
nan ted 
In. tbe newly settled portion 


of the West, where <the CTSfttes^ amount 
ot fence was rcqmifd, tbo tre«s, exoept 
those intended to produce fruit, had 
been set oat. 
Supports fur fence wire 


in great demand ib' these places, and 
(edar or other wood suitable for last- 
ing posts is expensive 
weie accordingly made in putting 
down pieces of the trOnks of poplar or 
white willow trees, with a view o< hat- 
ing them take root and grow. In 
Northwestern Iowa, rnacy miles of 
fence have been made by, fastening wire 
to green poglar or willow posts, which 
wiliprobajbly Calce root and grow. 


Several landowners hjive set cuttings 


of willow or cottonwood on the lines 
where tbey expect to make fences in 
tbe course of a few years 
They place 


them ou an exact lm« at the distance 
ot a rod apart 
They think' that'they 


\sillbeof a sufficient size to support 
Jence wire in the course of about hve 
jears 
They will remove tho limbs 


from the hunks for the space of the of 
six teet from the ground, aad endeavor 
to make them grow straight. T-hey will 
out off the tops of the trees so that 
they will not grow more than ten. feet 
Uigh. By keeping them abort they will 
be less likely to sway to the wind The 
portions cut ott caa be used for form- 
ing more supports. Farmers who have 
large quantities of land and are in no 
need of inclosing all of it would find U 
to their advantage to set out trees of1 
slower growth, but of more lasting 
qualities than any variety of poplar or 
willow 
The Jund of tiees should be 


suited to tho soil and climate of the 
locality where it is wanted. 
Tioes 


that have straight trunks and which are 
not likely to be split or injured by in 
sects should bo selected. Trees that 
will make good supports for fence wire 
will be in demaqd m all tbe Western 
States and Territories within a few 
years — Chicago Times.

THE WABASH 8TKIKB. 


Decatur but Little Affected by tbe Gen- 
eral Order. 


At last the bouses of the Knights of 


Labor organization have dignified the 
differences existing between the Wabaeh 
officials and the employes by ordering a 
general strike which took effect on the 
entire Wabash system at noon to-day. 
The following ia the official document:

It will be observed that the order ia 


directed chiefly to Knights of Labor tit 
work for the Wabash. The tronble aa 
we understand it u a difference of opin- 
ion between Mr. Talmadge and the K. of 
L. committees, the latter claiming that 
tbe Wabash officials bave failed to keep 
the alleged agreement made some months 
ago, which waa that the E. of L. or em- 
ployes should be given notice when the 
road should take a notion to reduce its 
force or oat down hours of labor. A lot of 
K. of L. men quit work, 78 in Deoatnr, 
when the force was unexpectedly reduced. 
Tbe men claimed that they quit because 
the,Wabaeh failed to keep its pledge. 
Tbe K. of L. committees attempted to 
confer with Col. Talmadge, but he replied 
that he saw no reason why he should 
meet with the labor representatives, as 
he was not aware that any dissatisfaction 
exUted among the employes of the road. 
Then followed the stnke order. 


THE STBTXB IN DZOATOB. 


The REPUBLICAN reporter visited the 


Wabaeh shops Ibis noon, and found 100 
men at work m the round house depart- 
ment, and 170 men on duty in tbe repair 
and car department. He was told that 
not more than 15 men ia tbe departments 
named belong to the Knights of Labor, 
and this statement was confirmed by one 
of the leaders of the Kbights of Labor 
who quit work two months ago because 
of the difference alluded to above. This 
same K. ot L. leader also stated that 
there are now 78 of hie brethren out of 
work, and that so far as he knew he did 
not think that the strike would seriously 
affect tbe operation of the road at this 
point. One of the Wabasb officials stated 
that tbe company anticipated no serious 
trouble, and that they were now in snob 
a position in Deflator they could that up 
all the shops for two months and make 
money by the 
inactivity, besides not 


being put to any inconvenience whatever. 
The only way in which the Wabash can 
be hurt by the strike is to get the train 
men to quit work; but the locomotive 
engineers and firemen have strong organ- 
izations of their own, independent ot the 
Knights ot Labor. We understand that 
they have no grievance against the com- 
pany. 


Mr. K. H.|Wade, master of transporta- 


tion and division superintendent, was in 
Deoatar to-day. lie came from the east 
last night in his special oar, and left for 
Chicago this afternoon. 


Col. Talmadge, the general manager, 


passed through Deoatar Saturday night 
for New York, to join his family. He 
will be in the east an indefinite period. 


The Wabash officials here bave been 


interviewed by the local authorities, and 
watchmen are on duty at the Wabash 
shops. 


Posters were distributed about the de- 


pot to-day calling a meeting of all 
Knights of Labor and union men to be 
held at 610 East Eldorado street this 
evening. 


The strikers claim that the Wabash 


officials have done all they can to keep 
out of the shops men who belong to the 
Knights of Labor order, and that those 
who quit work anJ were taken back have 
since been discharged without cause. 


Travelers at tbe depot to day were 


asking the ticket agent if he thought 
they (the travelers) conld go east or 
west this afternoon or to-night. The 
answers were : "Certainly. Trains 
all running on time." 


This afternoon the WabaBbJofficials 


had no information that any of the 
men had qnit work. 


Everything quiet and orderly.

J. W. MoFarland, a traveling man for 


a spice company at Toledo, Ohio, is at 
the Drake House. At Clinton, on Satur- 
day, he was assaulted with a billy in a 
brutal manner by Detective Pres. Butler, 
ot Bloomington, because MoFarland did 
not see fit to liquidate a claim Butler had 
against him. Butler waa fined 85 and 
costs for assault, and subsequently Mc- 
Farland had a state warrant issued tor 
the arrest of Batler, charging him with 
assault to lull.

Bloomington Pan tagrctph Tbemuoh- 


dreaded disease, Bpanieh or Texan fever, 
has made its appearance near this city, 
and it is creating considerable excitement 
among stock men. Michael Bros., living 
southeast of the city, on the last day of 
July shipped here from Hntchinson, Kas., 
sixty-one head of Kansas cattle, they bo- 
ing ot all ages and grades, ranging from 
spring calves to steers and cows three 
and four years old. The cattle were un- 
loaded at the Illinois Central depot in 
this oity and part of them taken to the 
old Thomas Orendorf farm and the re- 
mainder to a pasture near Oillnm. A 
few days ago it was discovered that the 
cattle were seized with the terrible dis- 
ease. They began to grow weary, their 
beads hang, their ears dropped aud pas- 
terns grew weak. Fifteen ot the cattle, 
principally calves, were immediately 
shipped to Indianapolis. 


Up to Sunday evening fifteen ot the 


cattle had died and twelve more were 
sick. Tbe remaining nineteen head did 
not show any signs of the disease at that 
time, and Dr. Williams, who had exam- 
ined them, seemed to think they would 
not take it.

Tne DeWitt County Oaa Veins. 


Since the discovery of a vein of gas on 


the farm ot Mr. James Barnett, in Bar 
nett township, DeWitt county, while dig- 
ging a well, mention of which was made 
in these columns some days ago, the 
attention ot rolling milt owners and oth 
era interested in cheap fuel baa been 
called to the fact, and it ia likely that the 
accidental discoveries made in DeWitt 
county will lead to prospecting tor gas in 
other parts of the state Since the dis- 
coveries on Mr. Barnett'a farm, where 
gas was found at a depth ot ninety-six 
feet, and where the pressure of gas was 
found to be twelve pounds to the square 
inch, another gas vein has been struck 
within a few feet of the first vein, bat at 
a greater depth, and giving a pressure ot 
thirty pounds to the square inch. Both 
of these gas veins were found by Mr. 
Barnett while boring for water, tbe latter 
at a .depth of 137 feet 


The Clinton Public says: "There is 


one thing remarkable about the veins on 
Mr. Barnett's farm. After passing down 
from ten to fifteen feet below the surface 
there was no sign ot water. The water 
evidently was only that which naturally 
gathers in the upper strata and had no 
connection with any spring or vein of 
water. There was not even any extra 
moisture in the different strata* through 
which the drill passed, and the water 
that the operator poured into the hole 
dried up as fast as he poured it in." 


Mr. Barnett connected his first vein of 


gas with the cooking stove and found it 
to be a success for heating and cooking 
purposes.

If we leave out the sulptur, we shal 
have a very explosive substance, aa< 
one that will answer the ordinary pur 
poaes of gnupowder tolerably well 
Sulphur improves the article, but 
combination of saltpeter and charcoa 
is ttie essential secret of gunpowdei 
and it waa this fact that led to tbe tus
